"CAR CRAZY." 


A Man Falls Fran • 
Train 


While In a Demented 


It is claimed that labor wl- make 


war on the steel combine, which if 
right, provided it has a grievance to 
be disposed of that Is capable of a 
peaceable solution In a lawful man- 
ner. There is something very peculiar 
•bout these quarrels between capital 
and labor when viewed in the light dir- 
ected upon them by a disinterested 
spectator. 


The difference when adjusted is 


heard of no more and labor seems to 
be fully satisfied when an arrangement 
Is made. 
It will, when called after 


one of these 
quarrels, immediately 


move in the Interest of capital to sup- 
port its designs and schemes against 
the general public, which In due time 
reaches labor and another difference 
appears for adjustment. 


As a rule capital can depend on labor 


to support its designs upon the gen- 
eral public, which is evident from the 
course pursued by labor from the be- 
ginning of disputes between organised 
labor and organised capital. These dis- 
putes take the form of family quarrels 
that become loud, when the disputed 
question takes an acute form. At the 
close of the difficulty It takes the ap- 
pearance of a selfish dispute that has 
no more in It than the difference in 
dollars and cents there is between cap- 
ital and labor. 


There does not appear to be any un- 


derlying principle Included In the dis- 
pute other than the difference of op- 
inion there is Involved upon the value 
of labor. 
When the difference of op- 


Justed there seems to have been no- 
thing more than the value per day of 
labor as claimed and disputed. When 
the difference is adjusted organised 
capital can rely upon the support of or- 
ganized labor when1 engaged in carry- 
Ing forward its plans against man- 
kind.

intelligent regard manifested by labor 
for Its protection there should be, when 
opportunity is given to it, to make its 
power and intelligence known through 
action at the ballot box. 


When organised labor takes a more 


advanced position than It occupies, it 
will be more respected by organized 
capital. While it jem~lns in a position 
to be used at pleasure by organized 
capital for the advancement ana main- 
tenance of its schemes against the gen- 
eral public, it will be regarded as a 
convenience for nse in a case of emer- 
gency to Mew* ends, when the gen- 
eral public Is Involved, which is not 
a desirable position for intelligent labor 
to occupy. 


Perfection, or even an-asBroxlmatlon 


to It, should not be expected at the be- 
ginning of any great work that is new 
In all of its parts to those who have the 
work in hand for solution. Exceptions 
are easily takei by those who are not 
oirectly lot-rested, or who may be In- 
terested only in a remote degree. Time 
with >its lessons which will enlighten 
tbe^Miman mind upon required means 
that should be used to meet encroach- 
ments upon the public, may be remote. 
It should not be expected that large 
bodies should take time by the forelock 
in the sense individuate do, who act 
with reference to meeting conditions 
which they believe will be present in 
the future. 


Reforms come through centralising

When centralisation is secured effec- 
tive movement is a result of combin- 
ed force for a given purpose and a 
change is made, even to a complete re- 
volution if demands require It should 
take that form.
